to: fleece Expo visitors next year. 
It is disappointing to realize that 
action by the government is -con- 


sidered necessary. And it is ex-~ 


tremely bad publicity for the Expo 
country to have such information 
broadcast. 

Expo 67 is something more than 
a Montreal promotion assisted by 
the federal government. It has be- 
come a focal point of Canada’s in- 
vitation to peoples from iother lands 
to join this country in one of the 
major events celebrating 100 years 
of nationhood. Because the fair. is 
sited in Montréal, these institutions 
nearby. catering to the tourist might 
reasonably expect to turn an honest 
profit on their operations and to 


benefit from the large influx of vist-, 
tors —- Canadian as well as alien. 
No doubt many of the institutions 
are providing support to the event. 


But there is a vast difference 
between turning an honest profit 
and seeking to gouge thosé who are 
attracted by the fair. Excessive 
charges for beds and meals, for 
tourist activities such as fishing and 
enjoying the outdoors would be a 
form of extortion on those who were 
unable to turn elsewhere for more 
reasonable tariffs, once they had 
arrived. 

When Canada extends the hand 
of welcome to the visitor to this 
event, there can be no-excuse for 
allowing anyone to point a gun at 
the head of the innocent guest, de- 
manding his pocketbook and watch. 
The Quebec government appears 
determined to prevent this form of 
modern robbery. But it is a pity the 
government had to act. 


Tenting Tonight 


OE OF THE HEALTHIEST 

‘and most pleasant develop- 
ments occurring‘in this part.of the 
world is causing headaches. Provin- 
cial parks in. the area are so pop- 
ular that vacationing campers are 
overtaxing facilities. There —isn’f 
room to put up a tent in a regularly 
prepared area at Goldstream and, 
according to parks authorities, +in 
many other locations. 

Mr. Harold McWilliams, direc- 
tor, has explained the department’s 
difficulties.

Two French Nationalisms 


° E are not really: nationalists,’ says 
] one leading separatist. ‘‘We are 
the only real nationalists,’’ says another. 

Each is right, in his way. For 
nationalism in Quebee has come to mean 
two quite different things. Nationalism 
has fought on both sides of the 
barricades during Quebec's 
revolution.” And it is the two national- 
isms warring in the bosom of a single 
nation that cause many of the contradic- 
tions in the ‘‘aspirations’’ of Quebec and 
Fren¢h Canada, 

The traditional nationalism is centred 
on the Catholic faith first and the French 
language second. The language is the 
guardian of the faith. 

This nationalism remembers _ that 
France, “true”  pre-revolutionary 
France, was “‘the oldest daughter of the 
church.”” The French-Canadian nation, or 
race, has a divine Christian mission on 
the soil of America. 


Emphasis on Faith 


Sir Adolphe Routier's original, French 


“words to ‘O-Canada”’ are steeped in this 


kind of nationalism; ‘for thine arm can 
bear-the sword, it-can bear the cross. 
rn Thy valor,. steeped in faith, will 
protect our homes and our rights."’ 

The old nationalism ‘values authority 
more than liberty, tradition thore than 
invention, faith more than curiosity, 
philosophy more than science, uniformity 
more than diversity. It distrusts the 
state and sees the ‘parish as the ideal 
model of society: 

It was this sort of nationalism that 
led a St. Jean Baptiste society leader to 
say, last May when the Parent report on 
education proposed a slight moderation 
of denominationalism in Quebec's. school 
system, “The soul of the French- 
Canadian nation is in danger.” 

In contrast the mew nationalism puts 
the language first and accepts the idea 
of religious diversity. It is not anti- 
Catholic but it is anti-clerical. It argues 
that the old nationalism, that of Maurice 
Duplessis for example, was a caricature 
of nationalism: that nationalism is 
essentially a forcé for social reform 
rather than conservatism. 


New Attitude 


In “Mon Pays," a song that is as 
much the anthem of the new nationalism 
as “O Canada” is of the old, the singer, 
Gilles Vigneault, calls out an imvitation 
to “all the men of the earth ... for all 
that is human is of my race.” 

The new nationalism favors more, not 
less, contact with—ether peoples, other 
lands, other ideas. It favors active state 
intervention im economic, social and 
cultural life. It is for the welfare state 
economic planning, government support 
of the arts. 

Although both new and old national- 
isms are represented in the independent- 
ist movement, the new predominates. 

Independence is not introversion, the 
new nationalists insist. They argue: that 
until now the French-Canadian's contacts 
with the world have been second-hand. 
As a member of a minority he has been 
isolated behind the mass of a majority

Fear Stagnation 


What they fear is stagnation, an ever 
greater lag behind -the evolution of 
modern society; a growing inability: to 
handle their own affairs and cope for 
themselves. Ce 

FrefichCanada did not merely lose 
much of its commercial, political and 
intellectual leadership with the conquest, 
they believe. It has been losing its 
leaders ever since: Each generation of 
leaders being more or less assimilated 
into the English-speaking society, leaving 
the ordinary people to shift for - itself 
with no social structure more adequate 
than the parish to do it in. 

The old nationalism holds that French- 
Canadians will better their Jot by 
achieving their “rights.” Many of the 
habits. of thought of the traditional 
nationalism have arisen from the 
struggles of the French-Canadian minori- 
ties outside’ Quebec. And it is this 
tradition that has led to the emphasis on 
the “nation,” a people of common 
language and culture. The ~ primary 
loyalty is to the ‘“‘nation,”’ not the 
country, because the nation does not feel 
it has a country of its own.

The new nationalists talk little of 
rights or of the nation. They speak of 
Quebec rather than of French-Canada. 
Their. goat is citizenship in a French

binational Canada. 

i is perhaps not as surprising as it 
might seem that the modern nationalists, 
especially those favoring independence, 
are -those who tend to show the least 
resentment toward Pnglish Canada. The 
traditional nationalists feel that English 
Carlada violated the bargain between two 
nations that, in their view, Confederation 
was meant to be, and has continually 
chiselled away at French-Canadian 
rights.

The modern school, however, which 
draws its ideas from the social sciences 
rather than from law and philosophy,

D'Allemagne, whose ‘‘Lie Colonialisme au 
Quebec,"’ was published earlier this year, 
argues that Quebec is a colony but 
grants that it has been ‘‘a gentlemen's 
colonialism.” 

The modern nationalists are more 
interested in persuading French-Cana- 
dians than English Canadians to agree 
with them.

But if you draw this conclusion, the 
chances are you will be proved dead 
wrong, for the case of President Johnson 
in many ways resembles the case of 
President Truman.” After about the 
second year of President Truman's first 
term, you could travel the country from 
one end to the other without hearing a 
warm or friendly word about the 
occupant of the White House. 


Truman Detractors 


.Truman was denigrated for all sorts 
of reasons, most of them extremely 
trivial and superficial. Futhermore, for 
reasons that were mot at all clear, he 
aroused the apoplectic hatred of most of 
the business class in this country, with 
whom. Johnson, -incidentally, is still 
astonishingly popular. 

But in 1948, when the voters had to . 
choose, they chose Truman. And in 1961, 
when the historians were asked for a 
verdict, they put Truman near the top of 
the list of American presidents. 

The truth is that there are three kinds 
of presidents, There are, first of all, the 
do-nothing presidemts, like Calvin Cool- 
idge and Dwight D. Eisenhower. If they 
“hold office when times are good, they 
are generally very popular indeed. It is 
left to the historians to point out that 
these. presidents have sown the wind, to 
reap the whirlwind. ‘ 


Charismatic. Presidents 


Secondly, there are the charismatic 
presidents, the fortunate ones, with the 
innate power to stir and to inspire and 
truly lead the people. These men — the 
two Roosevelts, and Kennedy, and 
perhaps Wilson in our century — must 
pay for the admiration, even the love of 
the majority, with the rancorous hatred 
of the minority. 

Finally, there are the do-what-needs- 
doing presidents. Of these, Harry S. 
Truman and Lyndon B.. Johnscc, in their 
very different ways, are among the most 
admirable specimens, on the classic level 
of James K. Polk. They may get small 
thanks in their own time, for they 
somehow Jack the power to inspire amd 
stir and lead in the true sense. But 
history writes them down as men who

have in the Roman phrase, “‘Deserved 
supremely well of the republic." 

Half Lyndon Johnson's troubles have 
‘always stemmed from fretting against 
the fate that put him in this category. In 
his early period, when it began to be 
said that he lacked his predecessor's 
knack of making himself Joved, the 
president rather eccentrically called in 
Dean G. Acheson, as a sort of public 
man’s Degr Abby or Mary Haworth. 

“It's always a waste of time trying to 
make yourslef loved,” the formidable 
Acheson is said to have told him. bluntly, 
“But you have the highest capacities 
that any man could bring to your office : 
and ‘if you will just concentrate on 
getting ‘your job done, everything will 
turn out as well as amyone could wish.” 

The advice was ignored for a pretty 
long period, during which the president 
spent just about as many hours on the 
fruitless task of image-building, as he 
spent on the vast problems of his office, 
If he had been a smaller man, with a 
less powerful intelligence and a less 
gargantuan appetite for work, ‘the results 
might even. have been pretty awful. 


Man of Stature 

But with all his complexities and 
‘contradictions, with all his larger than 
lifesize virtues’ and defects, Lyndori 
Jongon is most emphatically not a small’ 
man. Often with indirection, sometimes 
pretty late, he has always faced the hard 
facts and done. what needed doing; 
however . difficult doing it might bet 
Precisely because he has done what 

led doing, he is under bitter attack. ' 

But history will judge between him 
and- his attackers; and history. has 
always been the friend of presidents who 
do what may need doing, while theif 
attackers, if remembered at all, are 
usually embalmed in footnotes of. a most 
unflattering character. ;

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The Forgotten 
Front-Line 
Battle Island

TAIPEI—Fleets of fish are 
‘being pressed into service for 
Chiamg Kai-hek against his 
old foe, Mao Tse-tung. 

The day I arrived in Que- 
moy, the world’s ‘forgotten 
tront-tine battle island, bucket- 
doads of fish were being re- 
eased to swim into the nets of 
‘mainland fishermen across the 
Formosa Straits. 

Each fish carries a water- 
proofed propaganda le afle.t 
‘wtrapped to its underbelly with 
@ piece of tape. The leaflets 
‘contain imprecations against 
communism and praise for 

*‘free China.” 

This is the way the war goes 
now. In August eight years 
ago, 41,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion rained on Quemoy in two 


hours at the peak of a mornttr— 
‘ long bombardment. The fol- 


lowing mid-June, 119,000 
heralded President Fis- 
enhower’s visit to the republic. 


Stopped Suddenly 


There were reports thai the 
island miight have to be aban- 
doned. Probing raids were 
made on-_Quemoy’s— beaches 
and bloody hand-to-hand fight- 
ing took place. 

But suddenly and inscrut- 
ably the Communists stopped 
their attempts to crush the 
island’s resistance. 

Today, Quemoy an 
almost humdrum routine, al- 
though its situation is bizarre. 
Two miles across, the sea the 
great bulk of the China main- 
land menaces the rocky little 
stronghold. From lookout 
points, watching through 
binoculars, Chiang Kai-shek's 
troops can see people on the 
mainland moving about their 
daily tasks beside their red 
roofed people's commune. 

Everyone knows Quemoy is 
‘vulnerable. Around three 
sides of the 68-square-mile, 
butterfly-shape island, guns 
are tramed on it from the 
curve of the mainland. Que- 
moy’s nearest supply port is 
Kaohsiung, 152 nautical miles 
away in southern Formosa 
But Chiang’s armaments ~(sup- 
plied by the United States) 
are impressive. It would prob- 
ably be far less costly for 
Mao’s troops to take over 
Hong Kong. 


- Prosperous 


The battle island has be- 
come a shop window. Big 
housing blocks, schools and 
factories have been built to 
serve the ever-growing com- 
munity of more than 50,000 
civilians on Kinmen — as 
Quemoy is known to the 
Chinese. These civilians are 
among the most prosperous 
agricultural workers in Asia, 
and the Chinese Nationalists 
want the mainland to know it. 

When Quemoy first made 
headlines 15 years ago, it was 


a rocky outcrop with near- -§ 


sterile soil, few trees and an 
inadequate water supply. The 
farmers struggled to survive. 
When the army moved in, it 
set to work on. two levels. 
On the surface, the troops- 
in-waiting have occupied them- 
‘selves: by working. alongside 
the farmers. Hundreds of 
thousands of trees have been 
planted, nearly 6,000 wells 
‘sunk, and 200 storage dams” 
built. Fertilizers are—used 


lavishty. The island hollows 
are noW patchwork quilts of 
bright green vegetables. 
Below ground, the troops 
gouged through granite to 
honeycomb the island with 
bombproof tunnels. These are 
wide enough for tanks to drive 
two abreast. Here the troops 
live, service their armaments, 
and watch propaganda films in 
what is claimed to be the big- 
gest man-made cave in Asia. 
This cinema can be quickly 
converted into a hospital. 
With the troops, I watched 
a locally made film, a heavy 
satire on farming communes 
on the mainland. Women end 
children, in rags, ran about 
wailing miserably. The men- 
folk, hitching themselves to 


plows, tried to drag them over, 


a desolatelooking plain. ‘“The 
farmers must do the work of 
water buffaloes on the main- 
land,” a girl corporal ex- 
plained. 


Off-duty, Quemoy soldiers 


io not expect home comforts 
-no wives are brought to the 
island. “Matrimony is not en- 
couraged. Until recently no 
soldier Under 28 years could 
marry. This limit can now be 
relaxed to % years “under 
special cir¢umstances." 


To keep the army contented, - 


a brothel flourishes on Que- 
moy, and fresh batches of 
beauties are flown in as re- 
quired. They travel in the 
military transport which flies 
across from Taipei every day. 
The plane—one was shot down 
by the Communists earlier 
this year—leaves at a differ- 
ent time each morning for 
safety's sake. - 


Dress Like Men 


Women soldiers have their 
place on Quemoy. They dress 
like the men in khaki shirts 
and trousers. Two of them 
run the loudspeaker station. 
Huge loudspeakers face simi- 
lar ones installed on the sur- 
rounding Chinese mainland. 
Their respective efficiencies 


-vary according to which way 


the wind is blowing. Music 
and messages, mainly nostal- 
gic, go back and forth across 
the sea.

The proposed increase of up to $30 to give 
all pensioners a guaranteed income of $105 a 
month means that those whose incomes now 
are between $75-and $105 will get only part of 
the increase, and those with incomes of more 
than $105 will got nothing. 

This is fair, for while the formula pena!- 
izes those who bave other income, it ensures 
that those most in need of assistance will get 
most of the money. And it should be remem- 
bered the pension was never intended to do 
more than supplement other income or assist- 
ance. 

But while fair, the formula is iilso “bitterly 
disappointing”, as the NDP’s Stanley Knowles 
put it, to those who won't benefit much or at 
all. On the basis of the government's figures, 
the average pensioner will get an increase next 
year of $15.64 a month. The majority will al- 
most certainly feel short-changed ‘by the dif- 
ference between their increase, if any, and $25. 

* * * ‘ 

The increase will cost the treasury $225 
millions next year, but progressively less as 
the Canada Pension Plan takes hold. A flat 
$25 increase would have resulted in a built-in 
cost of $360 millions next year and growing 
annually rather than diminishing. That is hard 
to justify, especially with medicare soon to be- 
paying everybody’s doctor bills.
